REPORT. 
The Committee appointed at Ihe last nu'eting ot the Propri«*- 
tors of Charles River Hriilge, to lake into consideration the 
present state of the alfnirs ol the t.'orporatioii, ami to report 
tliereon, ask leave to report as follows ; 
The charter of Charles river bridge was granteil in the year 
1785, for the period of Ibrty years. 
It was to lie erected in the 
place w’liere the ancient ferry was between Charb stown and 
Boston. 
This ferry had been granted, l»y ttie colonial govtrn- 
ment, to Harvard College, as early as H.K), ami rei>eatcdly 
confirmed l»y subsequent acts. 
The college liad liesn in the 
uniiiterriipH'd enjoyment of the revenue of tliis ferry, nj» to 
tlie lime when tlie charter o ' th«; liriiige vva.s grant««!. As a 
compensati«m for the loss «if tliis revenue, it was provided that 
the proprietors should |tay anniially to llic college the sum of 
two hundred pound.s. 
The charter was accepted, the colii'ge 
accepted Ihe annuity as a cornjiensatimi for their ferry, and 
Ihe bridge was bnilf. 
At tluit time, it was considered a bold 
ami hazardous experiment.—No such bridge liail ever been 
erected over tide waters in this country. 
8o pat not ie and 
praise-wfjrthy was ilie enterprise considered, that its succ«*ss- 
ful termination was deemed worthy ol public ceicliratioii and 
rejoicing. 
By this charter, the proprietors are bound to k<>ep the bridge 
lighted and in repair, to k««e|» iiieti iu their « midoy, to raise the 
draw for the (lassage v f vessels, anJ to deliver up the liridge to 
the Comnioiiwealth, at tlie expiration «if Hie charter, in good 
repair. 
Tliis charter contains Hie following grant, in exprea* 
woriis : “ That for the purpose of rtdiiibiirsiiig the proprietors 
the money expended, and to be expended, in building and 
suiipnrtiiig said bridge, a toll be and hereby is granted and 
established, for the sole benefit of Hie said proprietors.” 
No 
reservation t.f a poxver in Ihe Legislature to repeal, annui, 
control or impair the riglits or interests vested in the cor­ 
poration by this graiu is made, and the supreme court oftliis 
State has decided, “ tliat the rigiiis legally vested in any cor­ 
poration, cannot be controle«! or destniyed l>y any subsequent 
statute, unless a power for that purpose he reserved by the 
Legislature in the act of iiic«irpor«tion.” 
Tlii.s, iiuleed, is well 
known to be Hie nnifbrm language, and the uniform decision 
of all judicial tribuual.s. 
Ill the year 1792, the West Boston liridge was incorporât«*«!, 
and in that act of incorporation is ilie following grant to the 
proprietors ot Charles riverbriiJge. “ Ami whereas, the erec­ 
tion of Charles river bridge was a work ol lia/.nrd and public 
utility, ami auotlier tiiidge, in tlie place proposed for West 
Boston bridge, may diminish the emoiuiiients ol Charles river 
bridge: therefore, for the encouragement of enterprise, B eit 
further enacted, by the anibority afiiresaid, that the proprie­ 
tors of Charles river bridge shall continue to be a corporation 
and body politic, for ami during the term of seventy years, to 
lie computed from the day that the said Charles river bridge 
was completed and opeiieil for passengers, subject to all the 
conditions and regulations prescribed in an act lor incorpora­ 
ting certain persons, lor the purpose of building a bridge over 
Charles river, betwe«:ii Boston and Charlesloxvii, ami ^uppo^t- 
Ing the same during the term of forty years. 
And during the 
aforesaid term of seventy years, the said proprietors of Cliarles 
river bridge shall and may continue to collect and receive all 
the tolls grrnted by the afore.said act, for their use and lieneflt. 
Provided, however, they also continue to pay aununlly to 
Harvard college, the sum of two hundred pounds, and to ob­ 
serve the atoresaid regulations and coiidílion» ? ami at the ex­ 
piration of said term of seventy years, said Charles river 
’ bridge shall revert to and become the properly of the Coni- 
monxvealth, ami sliall be surrendered in good repair. 
And be 
it further enacted, that, in consideration of the privileges in 
this act granted to the proprietors «if Ctiarles river bridge. Hie 
said proprietors shall relinquish the additional toll on the 
Lord’s day, from and afier the passing of tfiis act.” The 
reasons ami motives of this grant are here explicitly stated 
by the Legislature itself, and their opinion of its great utility 
clearly expresse«!-. 
In compliance with the terms of this grant, the additional 
toll, which the pr«iprietors, by their original charter, were au. 
thorized to demand on the Lord’s day, was forthwith relin­ 
quished ; nnd from that time until the year 1823, a peri«i<l of 
more than thirty years, the proprietors of Charli s river bridge 
went on performing faithfully and punctually all the duties 
Imposed ou them, and receiving the toll granted them by their 
charter, without complaint or uneasiness from any quarter. 
In the year 1823, a petition was presented to the Legislature, 
for leave to build a toll bridge by the side of Charles river 
bridge, nearly in the direction of the present Warren bridge, 
Tliis petition was unsuccessful, as were similar applications 
in the Hiree following years, alter ftill and patient hearings of 
all parlies, before very intelligent joint committees. 
In the year ! 82«, the same petitioners submitted among other 
schemes, a proposition to build a bridge free ol toll. 
The joint coinmlitee on bridges, as they say in their report, 
after “ a most assiduous and laborious investigation,” re 
ported against the petition and recommended the appoint 
meiil of commissioners to ascertain, on what terms the sev­ 
eral bridges ov«r Charles river, could be purchased by the 
Commonxvealib. 
Their report was not accepted, but a bill 
xx'as biouglit iu timl |ias-ed both houses auHi«irizing the erec­ 
tion of a free bridge. This bill was returned liy (lovernor 
Lincoln accom{ianie«l by a message, setting torth his consti­ 
tutional objections, and stating hts deterniinaiion not to sign 
it, on the ground that it was an infringement of the contract 
between the Commoiivvealih and the proprietors of Charles 
river bridge. In coiniequence of this veto ot the Governor, 
the liill dill not pass. 
In the year 1827, Ihe pétition was renewed nnd resulted in 
Hie pns-age of the act incorporating the VV’arteii bridge. 
By 
the charter ot this bridge, the proprietors were to receive the 
tolls until they were reimbur.-ed the cost of erecting Hie briilge 
and five per cent, interest thereon, after which the bridge 
was to become Hie property of Hie Cornmonwealtli. 
1 nder this charter Ihe Warren liridge was built and opened 
to the public ill the autumn ol 1823. The principle argument 
put forward by the petitioners for a new bridge, was, that Hie 
public convenience required anuther avenue, the C harhs 
river bridge being inadequate to nccommodafe Hie increased 
number of passengers. To this the prtqirietors of Charles 
liviT briilge replied, a.s xvill appear l«y the records and files ««f 
the legislnlure, that lliey were ready to widen tiieir bridge, 
to make a circulur ilraw, to bulid a sjitir bridge, or to erect a 
second lirhige, should tiie legislature il«‘ride iliat the )iulilic 
accommodation rtqiiired it. Th«y hud never clnimeil any 
thing more tiy ilieir rliarter than to transport all persons 
passing lieiween Boston and Charlestown ; ainl as coinmen. 
siirate wilii iliis tight titey admiileil tlie oliligat'on on their 
part, to perfiirm.tiiat duty in a complete and satisfacH ry man. 
ner. Another allegation on llie part ol ihe peliiioiiers put 
furxvanl for ilie first lime, alter a lai>se of thirty-two years ; 
xviis, tliat ilic extension of Hie charter In 1792, ha«l bsea oti- 
taiiied by false and fiaudulent rcpreseututions. 
As iliiscliarge 
Ims been atia« done«!, it can liardly lie necessary to say, that 
the proprietors of Charles river Itriilge, have coiisiantly stated 
their wish that this tact iiiiglit be tried by the proper legal 
tribiiiial, and their readiness to abide by tlie issue, ainl tlial 
the proposal has been as roiistanlly declim-«l 
During Hie 
f rty years that elapsed beixveen the opening of Charles 
river liridge, and the incurporaiioii ol Ihe Warren bridge, the 
stock o! Hie lormer xvas lionghi and sold, taken in pax ment ol 
debts', iiassed Hroiigli the probiite olllce iu the sctHement of 
estates, was estimated by the same rules, which regulate the 
value M all «itlier stocks. 
The present proiirietors have pur­ 
chased at dilferent periods tlie piroperty ol this fraiicliise at 
such prices as wouW average nearly two thousand lioll irs a 
share, making Hie cost of the bridge Hiree hundred thousand 
dollar.s. One third part «»f this (iroperlv is Itolden by churita- 
ble, liieraiy and other instulions, by xvidows single woiiitii, 
uridiaiis and oitn rs xvlmse means of living are gieatly re- 
ilaced, and in H«ime instances almost wliolly destroye«!, while 
on tins niaouni, being the actual cost to Hiciu—they have not 
receiveil six per cent. 
Tin* Warren bridge having been paid for by the toils re­ 
ceived, ami a large fund of ulout flliiy iliousuad doilurs, hav­ 
ing beiúi coilected from Hie same source, vvhich is now in the 
state treasury, the biidge was ou the second of March, 183., 
riuule fr«;e liy the legislature. 
« 
Tlie proiirii tors «il Cliarles river bridge purchased titis prop­ 
erty oil the (ailh of the guveroinent, in llie tutl assurance that 
if it should be. taken tor the use ol the public, compensatioii 
should be iiia ie lor il according to Hu* deeiaratioii of Hie bill 
ol rights. 
.Notxvillislaiulmg this reusoiialde confidence in the 
e«iuiiy ami good faith of the gove nnient, lias property has 
licen aniiiliilateil, the entire value ol lids fraiiclii.-e has been 
destr«») eil, lite whole liencllcia interest ol this corporation has 
been taken away and appropriated to the teuelil ol the ireus- 
urv,sm l the use of the public, 
¿iriltping this case then of all unrnportant cireutiistances, 
ami looking at it in its true and «ub laiiüal charac er, Hie re- 
suit isHu.s: In 1785, the general court fur go« «! considerations 
gave the proprietors ol Charles river luidge, usulemii ‘.liurter 
lor forty >euis. 
In 1792, tor equally goo«l eonsidirations thex 
mude to iheiii auoihef soieiiiii grant, by which ihi y extended 
Hieir charter lor lliiriy years ioiigtr. Gf the-.e thirty ytatS) 
iw ea'y are yet uuexpirt <J.
